His elder son, Cap-
tnin Burtom Y. Read, is on his staff,
and bis younger, George W. Read, Jr.,
is a sergeant at Fort Bliss. Mrs. Read
and his daughter, Miss Margaret Read,
gre prominent in Fed Cross affairs.
